Child pornography charges led to the arresr \. 
J of a Bloomington man accused of being part of 
a national pornography network. 

Dale Lawrence Astieford, 51, 8312 S. Sheri- 
dan Ave., was charged Monday with criminal 
sexual conduct in the first and second degrees, 
and promotion of minors to engage in obscene 
works. The charges involve two brothers, aged 
1 1 and 13, who live in Hennepin County. 

In the complaint, Minnesota Bureau of Crimi- 
nal Apprehension agent Paul N. Gerber said po- 
lice and postal inspectors arrested Astleford af- 
ter sending him letters asking to exchange 
sexually explicit photographs of children. The 
response, Gerber said, were several photo* 
graphs, including those of the brothers. 

Police said they have identified more than 30 
boys from photographs taken from Astieford's 
home. 

AstiefordVarrest marks the fourth time in 
six months that charges have been brought in 
Hennepin County against men accused of sexu- 
ally abusing and photographing children.

A Bloomington man has been arrest* 
ed on child pornography charges af- 
ter undercover postal inspectors in- 
filtrated what they described as a 
nationwide network for me distribu- 
tion of photographs of boys. 

Dale Astleford, 51, 3312 Sheridan Av. 

faces four charges involving two 
boys, brothers aged II and 13* 

About 33 boys have been identified 
from photographs found in Astie- 
ford's home, according to Patricia 
Downey, a juvenile officer with the 
Bloomington Police Department, and 
the investigation into the case is con- 
tinuing. 

Downey described Astleford as "a 
pillar of the community," He taught 
Sunday school and was active in the 
Hoy Scouts, she said. Downey said 
Astleford is part owner of Astleford 
Equipment, a heavy-equipment deal- 
er in Richfteid. is marned and has 
grown children. 

Downey said that .Astleford may 
have been involved in child pornog- 
raphy for 10 years and that many of 
the 33 boys identified in photographs 
now are adults. j 

Local officiais apparently began* j 

their investigation in October after j 

being contacted by the New Orleans ''
